8 8 of the late conflict in Ireland, pꝛetetding of 
bY 0 ſundꝛy Letters ſent oucr, which, although 
they agree in effect and lubſtaunce of the 
— matter, pet haue not cuc ty one the ſame, 
102 anp one the whole tirrumſtaunce of the manner 
thereof : And hauing conſidered how that it is not 
onely vſuall among the prople,to be deſirous to know 
newes , but allo neceſſary. that this happy newes 
ſhould be knowen onto all (al well to the true religious 
and obedient ſubiect, foʒ his comkoꝛzt, as to the luper- 
ſticious diſlopalt recuſant;fo his biter dilmaping and 
tonfuſton): haue theught it not amis to beſtow ſome 
light paines of my lirtie ſeun ——— 
diltourſe out of 15 fund eß Tragments which haue 
tome to my hands, ſomt᷑ p2eſetited vnto me in wꝛiting

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® (&med ) very ſurely UN tn the 
Fo2te which they had made, which they 
. called, /! Caſtel del Oro, and ſufficiently 
manned with Soldiers, to withſtand a 
farre greater fozce then our Cnglithe 
men were, they being in number fire 
burd2eth within the Foꝛte, and our men but eyght hundzeth 
ab:oade : which is a verie vnequall match (as they knowe 
well, which are ſkylfull, and haue bene ererciſed in thoſe af- 
fayzes) conſidering the ods of place, the one boxing vnder co⸗ 
uert, well foztiſled, and hauing they: D2dinaunce, plateꝛ at 
all aduauntage, the other naked, vtter ly without Punicion, 
oꝛ oppo2tunity of placing any Dzdinaunce, wherby to auopde 
they: enimies,being them ſelues continually ſubicc to their 
annopaunce. The Lo2d Deputie,being (in ſo great diſad- 
uauntage ) almoſt in diſpayze of doing any god, was fone re- The Suit 
comfozted with the happy arriuallofthe Autenes Shippes, re one © 
which it is to be thought that the verie great and wonderfull of the 
pꝛouidence of God(qmte beſide their expectatioa)ſent thither Qucenes 
ſo luckely foz their ſuccour , They beeing arriued. there were — 
certayne great Peeces b2ought out of the Shippes , and a — : 
Trench made, t that great Oꝛdinaunce planted about fowꝛe ,...;c& xbit. 
hundꝛeth pacesfrom the entmics Foꝛte, to batter it: which dates betoꝛe 
Oꝛdinauntce was ſo well plyed all that day ( beeing the ninth the re!? of 
of Nonember ) that they galled the cnimie greenouflic , and — 
beat them away from plying theyꝛ Oꝛdinaunce. — a 
On the tenth day in the mozning,they caſt an other Trench nemy ſhot 
fo: ſmall ſhotte, within an hundꝛeth, and three froze paces 30. ſhot a 
of the Fo2te , and began a freſhe batterie, and eſpying cer da and 
tayne Pecces within the Fozte , that were lyke to annoy the — 
Campe, planted theyꝛ Oꝛdinaunce againſt them, and difs Ship 1, 
mounting two of thepꝛ Demiranons, bꝛake and defeated the man. 
reſt, to the munber of foureteenc oꝛ fifteene great Peeces. And 
the ſame night made a third Trench foꝛ (mall Gotte , within 
a hundzeth and twenty fate of the Foꝛt. Afterward pertep⸗ 
uing that the Spaniſh Puſket ſhot was the hotteſt, and eſpy- 


ing a houſe of dozdes, where _ were beſtowed: they beat

that downe with the Oꝛdinance, and ſcattered tbe Puſkefs ; 
Which done, the enimies finding them ſelues thus diſmems 
bꝛed, and vtterlie diſpopled of they2 chefe foce, wherefo they 
truſted; beganne to chanage they2 countenaunce, and hung 
ont they2 banners of Truce,quietly calling fo; Pacle, Zhen 
iſſued ont a bꝛaue Italian, who beettig demaunded by my Loꝛd 
Deputie, who lent him thetherzanſwered, The holy Father? 
Wyll you(ſaydmy Loꝛd) aduenture in the ſernice of a ſhaue⸗ 
ling, an Antichꝛiſt, a murtherer bothe of loule body,. againſt 
ſuch a P2ince as my Pilrelle is? You ſhall haue the iuſt re⸗ 
ward of your ſeruice. And tequiring him to bꝛing ſoꝛth tte 
chefe of the Spaniardes, he aſked the ſayd Spantarde, who ſent 
him thether⸗ He ſayd he could not tell, Whether the King of 
Spaine:? Ye ſayd no: Whether with the Binges know ledge? 
He aunſwered no: Fut (ſaybbe ) at Porto in Portugall,the 
Gouernoz there cõmaunded mer. to goe to ſuch a place, where 
I hould recepue my chardge , which J dyd, but whether J 
ſhould goe, oꝛ againſt whome J knew not, and ſo bꝛought to 
this place as blindſalo,and (as 3 ſœ now) vtterly betrayed. 
Then (quoth my Lozd ) if you be not ſent by the Bing, you 
come as a runnagate, and mult recepuc the lpke hyper. 

They deſiring to depart with the honoz of Soldiers, it was 
denied them. Then rcſolucd they to ſurrender bp the Fozt,to 
pe&lde theyꝛ moneꝑ and Jewels, and other things of pꝛice, in⸗ 
to the Loꝛd Deputies handes, and them ſelues to his mercy: 


TWihercof he accepting, recepued thꝛc of them pledges vntyll 


the next mozning, when acco2ding to that concluſion, theꝝ re⸗ 
turned, and the cherke of them (whome it is needleſſe to name, 


they onely remapning a lyue) to the number of twenty were 


ſaued. The reſt to the number of ſiue hundꝛeth and ſire were 
llaine, and ſcuentenc hanged. The poꝛe Engliſh Soldic2s 
that lacked hoſe 4 ſhwes, and were barelycloathed, by means 
of this mevlcy,feiid to apparell them, Al modo Italiano. MAine 
and Biſket they met with god ſtoze, and other vid uals fo2 a 


god ſpace; fow2e thouſand armoꝛs, with many god Pecces, 


Faiſter and (as they lap) ſoine reaſonable ſyate of Eccleſiaſtical Ita- 
lohnCheck lian money. In all this conflict there were onely tu o hurt of 
my Ladie gur men, whereof the one was Maiſter Iohn Checke, who is

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thought valikely to recoucr, Thus may we ſa how God figh- 
teth foz vs, and ſubducth our enemies, who by all mans rea- 
ſon

ſon and likelphod were not to be onerth2owne by ten times 
the nomber that our men were, in that vnreaſonable ine⸗ 
qualitie ofdefence and Furniture. Foꝛ our men were in that 
opinion, that if they had beene within the Foꝛte ſo well ap- 
pointed of great and ſmall ſhot as the enemies were. it would 
haue colt 10000, [yues befoze it would haue berne wonne. 
But by the god pꝛouidence and aſſiſtaunce of God (not with⸗ 
ſtanding their great aduantage) the Lo2d Deputie with his 
woꝛthy endeuoꝛ by land, and our ſhips (thꝛough their foꝛtu⸗ 
nate ariuall) by water did ſo coupe them vp on euerp fide, 
that they could no way eſcape, They ſayd that if our Ships 
had ſtayed but two dayes longer, out of that Harboꝛoughe, 
they would haue bene gone. Foz at their firſt ariuall, there 
came ſpre ſaple of them, heing of men in number about 800, 
who ſo ſone as they beheld the barrenneſſe of the Countrey, 
and the bzutiſhnes ol the people, two of the greateſt Shippes 
departed home againe, with about zoo. men in them, and left 
the reT to taſte of the god entertainement that they loked 
fo2 there: which ( thanks be to God) they found not ſo ſatiſff- 
able to they2 wicked erpecacion,as agreeable to their iuſt de⸗ 
ſarts, which would be incited by a blaſphemous Antich2ifki- 
an Pꝛelate, againſt a true zcalous Chziſtian Pꝛince, wzongs 
fully to inuade her righlrull inheritaunce and poſſeſions,and 
to aſſiſt her diſobedient and rebellious Subiects, againſt their 
moſt gracious renowmed Soueraigne. MAherein, although 
the Popes holines fo;ſothe followed the foteſteps and exam⸗ 
ple of his P2cdeceſſo28, which haue bene euer ſowers of ſedi⸗ 
tion, raiſers of Rebellion, mainetepners of diſobedience, Aus 
thoꝛs of inſinite blondſhedding, which is cuen growne to be 
the Badge of their Catholike{oz rather Cacolike) pꝛofeſſion, 
and the true Cogniſance of their holinefſe:yet theſe Gallants 
ſhould haue had moze wit, to haue fooked oꝛ they had leapt, 
and ſounded the depth, ere they had entred the ſhoꝛe ofa loz⸗ 
raine Pꝛinces dominion. But as they2 greedynes of gaine, 
oꝛ ſuperſtitious deuocion towardes an inkamous Idole, 
hath: bꝛought them to the Ship wꝛacke of thepz pues (at 
the leaſt) ſo hath their vnaduiſed rachnes vtter ly ſunck, ail 
ercuſe o* theyꝛ guiltines , aud pittie oftheyz miſcarping. 
They confeſſed vnfo my Loꝛd Deputic, that the Dope theyꝛ 


paymaiſter, whoſe Enſignes they ſpꝛead on theyz Fozt, with 
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vis Crownes, Piters, Croſkeyes,and other lyke trumperie. 
pꝛo miſed to ſend them a greater power, fo2 which cauſe they 

bought much Treaſure with them, bering appoynted to ffay 

foꝛ that ſupplie, fo which our Engliſhmen were not greatly 

ſozie, Jt is repoꝛted that eyther they 02 other, were already. 
comming at that tyme : foꝛthe fow2eteenthof Aouember, 

there was eſcried a Pynnis, towardes the coaſt of Irclande: 

but J fake it to bErather an opinion 02 imagination of {ome 

coming,concepued thꝛough that :0zmer repoꝛt:then any trus 

apyaraunce of the verie porſons app28ching . Yowſoeuer if 

be, it is no great matter, fo2 our @oldiers ay there, andcer- 

tayne of our Ships this winter, to welcome them. 

Che Carle of Deſmond, and his bꝛothe: lohn, were coming 
towards the reſkew of the Spaniards e Italians: but hearing 
how the Fozte was taken. and what was become of thep2 als 
ſidaunts, they thought it wildome to beware by they2 eraple 
and to kepe them ſelues out of ſach ſharpe clawes, and ſa re⸗ 
tyꝛed them backe, 4 are fled info the Pountaynes , Dur god 
coũtrymũã of the Deuils owne dabbing, Docto2 Saunders (an 
Apoſtata towards his Dautour,an Archtraytoz to his Souc- 
raigne) is there in the countrey, but where, it is vnknowen. 
One of bis me was take in the Foꝛt, a Pꝛeſt of that o2der, 
who were hanged 4 quartered in the Fozte . Thus mach 
hath bene certified out of Ireland, ot what was vone there be- 
foꝛe the fiffene day of Aouember laſt paſt. Foz which iopfull 
and happy newes , let vs render hartp thankes vnto our al- 
mighty p2otectoz, attributing the whole pꝛapſe thereof vnto 
his omnipotencie, beſceching him to pꝛeſerue our moſt grati⸗ 
ous Pꝛinces, vnder whoſe pꝛoſperous gouernment we haue 
receyued bothe this other infinite bleſſings at his hands: to 
ſkrengthen our god Captaines and Soldioꝛs, with fozce and 
power to ouercome our bodily foes,and vs al with his grace, 
to withſtand the aſſaultes of the Denill , and the tyzanny of 
Antichꝛiſt his dearling (our ſpirituall enemy) e to ſerne our 
Redeemer in true feare and holyneſſe, and his true iniſters 
with due loue and reverence, to be faithfull vnto him, lopall 
to her Maieſt ie, lyke minded and charitable one to an other, 
to the gloꝛie of his name: vnto whome all glozie,power,and 
dominion belongeth,
